It's  more  or  less  taken  for  granted,  these  days,  that 
the  "real11  reason  a  man  has  for  any  public  act  is  con- 
cealed behind  a  screen  of  carefully  guarded  statement* 
Speeches  are  made,  policies  announced  and  that's  news; 
but  what's  really  important,  or  so  the  radio  tells  us, 
is  the  wnews  behind  the  news11*  It's  generally  assumed 
that  the  wise  man  in  public  life  plays  it  close  to  the 
belt,  not  showing  his  real  hand,  and  that  this  is  nec- 
essary because  the  other  fellow  is  doing  the  same  thing. 

There's  a  kind  of  double  illusion  involved  in  thisj 
one,  that  there  is  a  world  behind  the  facade  where 
things  ^really1*  take  place,  and,  two,  that  what  people 
say  can  be  regarded  as  a  necessary  safeguard  of  their 
position  in  public  life*  The  impression  left  is  that 
the  important  events  take  place  in  a  rarefied  area, 
inaccessible  to  the  average  citizen* 

Frequently,  the  complaint  is  voiced  that  one  does 
not  have  enough  facts  even  to  have  an  opinion  on  a 
given  subject*  The  net  effect  of  this  is  to  remove

the  individual  from  having  any  responsibility  on  a 
particular  is sue •  It  makes  responsibility  a  purely 
relative  matter  and  thus  renders  it  meaningless* 

The  word,  responsibility,  is  one  which  is  used 
very  frequently  at  KPFA*  The  reason  for  this  is  that 
we  feel  the  individual  is  in  a  responsible  position 
in  his  society,  and  the  more  programs  we  put  on  the 
air,  the  more  we  discover  that  the  assumptions  as  to 
the  remoteness  and  complexity  of  affairs  of  state  are 
illusions •  The  danger  of  furthering  such  assumptions 
need  hardly  be  emphasized*  One  is  either  in  a  world 
where  his  own  interests  and  value  judgements  are  ap- 
plicable or  he  is  in  a  world  where  events  take  place 
as  in  an  inexplicable  and  terrifying  dream.
